A RIOT CHARGE against 
seven anti-apartheid 
demonstrators, including 
Enfield IS member Sean 
Thomson, was thrown out by 
a jury at the Old Bailey on 
Monday after a mammoth four- 
week trial estimated to have 
cost the state more than 
£ 100 , 000 . 

Two of the defendants, 

Ed Davoren and Ken Murray, 
were found guilty on charges 
of assaulting two policemen 
and received suspended 
sentences of six months 
each. All the other charges 
including attempted burglary, 
assault and possessing 
offensive weapons, arising 
out of a demonstration outside 
South Africa House last 
January, were dismissed. 
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
